Students, Faculty Fill Towering Haley Center | 


The opening of Haley Center, towering ten stories and 
capable of taking into its classrooms and laboratories 8,000 
students at one time, has dramatically reshaped the Auburn 


campus. Departments making up 
two of the University’s largest 
schools, Education and Arts & 
Sciences, which serve a majority 
of the students, have vacated 
buildings in other areas of the 
campus to be concentrated in Ha- 
ley center. The changes hav~ be- 
come apparent this summer with 
slightly more than 8,000 students 
spending their class hours in Ha- 
ley, the mathematics-chemistry- 
physics complex called Commons, 
and the Memorial Coliseum. As 
a result traffic that moved 
through Ross Square, Samford 
Park, and around the Union 
Building has shifted until the 
front of the campus seems un- 
usually empty in the midst of a 
quarter. 

And even when an additional 
6,000 students hit campus for fall 
quarter, the heaviest traffic will 
come through the center of the 
campus instead of at the front as 
in the past. 

No more classes will be held in 
historic Samford Hall. Instead 
additional administrative offices 
will fill the classrooms and of- 
fices formerly filled with English, 
speech and history faculty and 
classes. Thach Hall, which for- 
merly housed the School of Edu- 
cation, will undergo renovation 
and be occupied by the School of 
Business which has also moved 
into Tichenor. 

The Physical Education De- 
partment vacated Alumni Gym 
and the Athletic Department left 
the Field House earlier this year 
when Memorial Coliseum opened. 
The Gym has been razed to make 
‘room for Union Building expan- 
sion. The vacant Field House will 
be remodeled to become a service 
center for agricultural education 
supervision, Alabama Vocational 
Rehabilitation, and the Depart- 
ment of Vocational, Technical 
and Practical Arts Education. 

In other areas of the campus 
work continues on a Forestry 
Building annex and out Wire 
Road a new Veterinary Sciences 
Building and an adjoining Small 
Animal Clinic are going up. 


COURT RULING UPHELD — 
The Fifth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals has affirmed the ruling of 
Judge Frank Johnson ordering 
President Philpott to allow the 
Rev. William Sloane Coffin to 
speak on the Auburn campus. 
The Appeals Court also ordered 
the University to pay the $650 
expenses connected with the 
speech. Judge Johnson had ruled 
that the fee did not have to be 
paid by the University until the 
Appeals Court ruled on the case. 
No decision has been made as to 
whether the University will car- 
ry the appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 

The controversy over the Rev. 
Coffin’s visit to Auburn arose 
earlier this year when Dr. Phil- 
pott vetoed the Human Relation 


Forum’s invitation to the Yale - 


University chaplain because he 
had been convicted of counseling 
young men to dodge the draft, a 
conviction then under appeal. 
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US. District Judge Johnson 
ruled against Dr. Philpott’s veto 
saying that it violated the First 
Amendment’s protection of free 


speech. Upholding his decision, 
the Appeals Court stated: “The 
right of the faculty and students 
to hear a speaker, selected as 
was the speaker here, cannot be 
left to the discretion of the uni- 
versity president on a pick and 
choose basis.” 

“We do not hold that Dr. Phil- 
pott could not bar a speaker un- 
der any circumstances.” But, the 
decision continued, “here there 
was no claim that the Rev. Cof- 
fin’s appearance would lead to 
violence or disorder or that the 
University would be otherwise 
disrupted.” 

The Rev. Coffin spoke without 
incident Feb. 7 to an audience 
which filled the Student Activi- 


ties Building.

JUST A LITTLE HELP—Em- 
phasizing that a little manage- 
ment assistance to rural coop- 
eratives can help them become 
solvent, Dr. Raymond Marshall, 
recently pointed out ways the 
university can help others help 
themselves out of poverty. A 
University of Kentucky econo- 
mist, Dr. Marshall said rural co- 
operatives such as SEASHA and 


. SWAFCA in Alabama offer the 


rural poor the best opportunity 
for improvement. However, they 
are beset with burdensome prob- 
lems. The problems include man- 
agement, financial troubles, small 
land holdings, politics and race. 
Not just some whites but also the 
black militants hope to see the 
co-ops fail according to Dr. Mar- 
shall. “Prospects for co-ops are 
not good. Their problems are -dif- 
ficult, but just a-little help given 
them would aid a lot of people.” 
Speaking at a public affairs sem- 
inar at Auburn, Dr. Marshall said 
the Extension Service idea needs 
to be expanded to seek out those 
most needing help. A recognized 
authority in labor arbitration 
and one who has worked exten- 
sively with cooperatives and ru- 
ral poverty in the South, Dr. 
Marshall said that in the process 
of doing “a great deal of good,” 
universities can do a lot of good 
teaching by getting their students 
involved in the poverty problem: 
“Students today frequently claim 
that their course material is ir- 
relevant. If anything can make 
it relevant, working with poverty 


problems can.”

100,000 YEARS—Mankind has 
used the same methods of food 
preservation for- 100,000 years 
and, according to Dr, R. A. Low- 
rie of Nottingham, England, some 
of it has kept almost that long. 
The visiting British professor, 
head of the food science labora- 
tories at the University of Not- 
tingham, said, “The New. York 
Explorer’s Club made 50,000- 
year-old frozen horse meat avail- 
able to one team of astronauts 
who reported that the meat was 
quite edible.” If one prefers his 
meat a little fresher he might like 


the 3,000-year-old dehydrated 
meat the professor said has been 
found at Jericho. On the Auburn 
campus as a Visiting Scientist 
Lecturer, Dr. Lowrie toured the 
food preservation facilities at Au- 
burn and noted that sophisticated 
development of the ancient meth- 
ods of food preservation has 
leaped in the past 30 years but 
protein deficiency remains the 
chief problem in the diets of 
many people.

Recent changes in the administrative structure of Au- 
burn University add up to five new department heads, an 
associate dean, and two assistant deans. Dr. Chester C. 


Carroll, a member of the School 
of Fngineering faculty since 1962, 
is the new head of the Depart- 
ment of Electrical Engineering. 
Active in developmental work on 
computer hardware, Dr. Carroll 
is currently project director for 
a National Science Foundation 
Grant. He recently received a 
cash award from NASA for the 
design of an accumulator for a

a Saturn V vehicle. He has a pat- 
ent pending for an automatic 
digital pulse analyzer. 


Two new department heads in 
the School of Business are Dr.

He is now a pro- 
fessor of family life education at 
the Virginia Polytechnic Insti- 
tute. He holds degrees in Eng- 
lish, psychology, family relations, 
and marriage and family living. 

Dr. Ellsworth Steele became 
assistant dean of the School cf 
Business in July. A member of 
the Auburn faculty since 1949, 
he served as acting dean of the 
new school before the appoint- 
ment of Dean O. D, Turner. At 
Auburn, Dr. Steele has been re- 
search professor of economics 
since 1951 where he teaches labor 
economics and economic theory. 
Selected three times as an In- 
dustrial Fellow by the Founda- 
tion for Economic Education, Dr. 
Steele since 1952 has been an ac- 
tive arbitrator with the American 
Arbitration Association and Fed- 


eral Mediation and Conciliation 
Service Panels. 

Dr. Charles H. Holmes has 
been named acting assistant dean 
in the School of Engineering. On 
Sept. 1, he begins an Academic 
Administrative Internship under 
the sponsorship of the American 
Council on Education.

Department helped with the re- 
search leading to the Apollo 11 
flight. The Department has con- 
structed several special television 
transmitters used in research. 
One of the transmitters was 
placed on the first stage of the 
initial Saturn rocket booster used 
to record the Saturn I’s flight 
into orbit. That transmitter was 
a 10-pound, gold-plated instru- 
ment, designed and built entirely 
at Auburn. Professor R. D. 
Spann, former head of Electrical 
Engineering,’ guided the work, 
and Dr. Martial Honnell was 
technical director. 

The most important transmit- 
ter to come from Auburn helped 
determine if liquid hydrogen 
could be reignited in zero grav- 
ity. The experiment, performed 
on a Saturn flight, provided in- 
formation used in continuing 
plans for a moon flight. As a re- 
sult, astronauts on Apollo 11 
could shut off their engines and 
coast 4% hours before reigniting 
their fuel supply. 

In The Future 

Under contract with the 
Huntsville Space Flight Center, 
Professor Dallas W. Russell has 
been working on the theory of 
lunar module control systems.

AN OLD PORTRAIT

Many years ago as a high school senior, I 
studied chemistry under a young fellow who 
quickly became the bane of my youthful exist- 
ence. Little Willie—as we all courageously called 
him behind his back—lacked about everything 
to be desired in a teacher. 

First of all, he was wanting in that admirable 
compassion which spares stu- 
dents the ardors of homework. 
He expected us not only to 
study the lessons for the day 
but also to review any portion 
of the text necessary to under- 
stand the new assignment. 

Second, he was minus a 
balanced sense of perspective. 
No matter what exciting 
events transpired in the world 
outside, Little Willie stuck 
stubbornly to the fundamentals of chemistry day 
after day, week after week, month after month. 
You could stay up all night devising ingenious 
plans to shunt him off the subject and the next 
day present him the most cleverly disguised bait 
in the world. It was all to no avail. Little Willie 
just transfixed you with an icy stare or a cutting 
remark and went ahead discussing that blasted 
chemistry. 

Third, he was short on professional compe- 
tence. Oh, he could balance all the equations in 
the book and perform the suggested experiments 
well enough. But he freely confessed that what 
he didn’t know about chemistry would fill sev- 
eral volumes. Yet he would not admit that abys- 
mal ignorance as any excuse for our sloppiness. 


Fourth, he was devoid of all progressive con- 
cepts on testing and grades. He would, I am sure, 
have scaled Mt. Everest barefoot rather than. 
raise a grade a few lousy points. . 


And finally, he lacked a wife. And that, per- 
haps, was the most grievous shortcoming of all. 
For his bachelorhood—augmented by youthful- 
ness and devilishly handsome features—motivat- 
ed a couple of girls in class to keep meeting his 
impossible academic demands. Then he taunted 
us boys with that “superior” female performance.

For four solid months, I strove valiantly 
against that pedagogical misfit, exhausting all 
my energies between trying to best him in every 
way possible and striving to meet halfway his 
incredible demands. At the end of that time with 
semester exams approaching, I had something 
like an 87 average, one of those sneaky girls had 
a 90, and the other a 92. 


At that point I made a final effort to com- 
municate with Little Willie. I cornered him out 
of class and patiently explained to him the prc- 
gressive concept of grading on a curve—noting 
carefully that a mere three points scale would 
provide him a lovely cure and the A- average 
necessary for exemption from the semester exam. 


He listened with that little quizzical grin of 
his dancing off and on. Then he pointedly sug- 
gester that if I wanted an A- average, I could 
get it by making a 95 or better on the semester 
exam. That did it! I decided to beat that little 
so-and-so on his own terms, or die trying. 


For five solid months, I banged away at that 
blooming chemistry book every night. I barely 
got the A- for the first semester and a slightly 
better average for the second—got those grades 
at the price of almost intolerable toil only to rea- 
lize from the expression on his face the day of 
my graduation that it was Little Willie who had 
triumphed. I had swallowed his bait up to the

Behind The Headlines— 
THE CHANGING SCENE

The clock on Samford Tower chimes, the 
classbell rings, but the sounds of hundreds of 
feet clomping and clicking up and down Sam- 
ford stairs never come. The literature classes are 
missing from Ross Chemistry Building. Crowds 
of students who crossed Ross Square on the hour 
never appear.

For those of us who suffer pangs of nostalgia 
along with our pride in Haley Center, a soothing 
look at the campus from the top of Haley’s tower 
gives one a new sense of perspective and unity 
of the old and new on the Auburn campus.. For 
those who can’t make it to campus for that view, 
we plan a picture series in an upcoming issue.

SOMETHING'S AMISS 


By Jerry Roden, Jr., *46 
When the first Sputnik signalled a U‘S. lag jp 
space exploration, many waxed eloquent ang 
some became hysterical about the deficiencies 9; 
American education. The triumph of Apollo 1; 
and her gallant crew will not, I trust, lead to an 
equally widespread and intense complacency, 


For, despite a few notable improvements since — 


Sputnik One’s leap into space, all is not well jn 
the house of American education. 

We see the symptoms of illness most notably 
in violent demonstrations on campuses across the 
nation. And we suspect—or some of us, at least, 
are convinced—that such anarchy is the product 
jointly of coddling, rampant idealism ,and some 
outright subversion. The best prescription upon 
the manifestation of this particular symptom is— 
I still hold--some tough-minded enforcement of 
the rules necessary to maintain any social insti- 
tution. 

But it is important to recognize that the vio- 
lence syndrome is characteristic of a statistically 
insignificant fraction of our student population. 
And it may be even more important to recognize 
the many manifestations of unrest among the 
generally well-behaved masses of our students. 
Now, we cannot—we had better not—simply dis- 
miss this general dissatisfaction as a symptom of 
coddling and of subversive propaganda and in- 
trigue. Neither can we intelligently proceed to 
the opposite extreme and attribute it all to the 
war in Vietnam and “middle class hyprocrisy.” 

What then is the proper diagnosis? Frankly, 
I don’t pretend to know. There probably is some 
truth in both of the oft-repeated and antithetical 
simplistic explanations that I have just dismissed 
in the preceding paragraph. There probably is 
‘also some merit in the suggestion that the prob- 
lem arises in part from a specific abuse of the 
free enterprise system. 

In an affluent society, the unscrupulous entre- 
penuer can accumulate a mint by appealing to 
the unstable emotions, the native idealism, and 
the natural rebellion of youth. And I submit 
that such abuse is rampant throughout virtually 
all public communications media. Furtherfore, 
let us honestly admit that there is significant 
commercial pandering to the wounded vanity of 
those of us over 25. Hence, the eterna! generation 
gap once bridged without undue difficulty by 


the majority, becomes an over-widening chasm. — 


However, this abuse of the free enterprise 


system is, I think, another partial explanation. — 


And all the partial explanations offered to this 
point don’t add up to a whole. For some further 
constituents let us scrutinize the house. of edu- 
cation per se. 

One in constant touch with today’s college 
student notes quickly a paradox: these are ul 
usually bright and surprisingly ignorant young 
sters. One is impressed with their mental alert- 


ness and ability to grasp a fact and shocked at 
their ignorance of the fundamentals necessary to” 


create from raw facts a meaningful oral or writ 
ten construct. “Ah! So we are back,” you may 
say, “to the principal cry of the educational fun- 
damentalists after Sputnik.” Yes, we are, 

the evidence continues to mount. 

Another thing revealed by regular contact 
with students is-a widespread resentment of : 
system that too often treats humans as statistics: 
This resentment, sometimes manifested as out- 
right bitterness, appears so regularly in so many 
overt and so many indirect ways that one ® 
tempted to place a finger on it and cry: “Here 5 
your real culprit.

Although Auburn doesn’t begin its regular football sea- 
son until Sept. 20, football speculation season is well under 
way. Anyone can play football speculation, and from the 


looks of some of the pre-season 
polls, nearly everyone has. Out 
of four publications that have 
printed their choices for 1969, 
Auburn is picked to finish no 
higher than fourth in the SEC. 

Football Roundup, a rather 
prominent football mag, puts Ole 
Miss, Georgia, and Tennessee 
ahead of the Tigers. The Bir- 
mingham News 
magazine both place Auburn 
fourth, but Mississippi, Georgia, 
and Alabama get the nod before 
the Big Blues. Street and Smith, 
another magazine highly regard- 
ed by some, has the gall to place 
Auburn sixth behind Georgia, 
Tennessee, Louisiana State, Ala- 
bama, and Mississippi. 


No Skill 


Fortunately, it doesn’t take 
much skill to play fodtball spec-. 
ulation, and the diversity of 
opinion shown by the above pig- 
skin prophets is a good indica- 
tion of how seriously they should 
be taken. Namely, not very. 
There is simply no way to gauge 
the performances of various 
teams months before they play 
their first games. Teams that 
looked good in spring practice 
can look lousy in September. Key 
players can get hurt. Quarter- 
backs who could complete 18 of 
20 passes against their teammates 
may not be able to hit the broad 
side of a barn against some sho- 
nuff opposition. 

Mind you, I’m not saying the 
pollsters are wrong, just that 
they have no guarantee of being 
right. There are a lot of varia- 
bles that go into the making of a 
good football team, and Auburn’s 
past football fortunes have often 
fallen and risen on such varia- 
bles. On more than one occasion, 
Auburn has fooled the pre-season 
pickers, sometimes to our delight, 
and sometimes to our dismay. 

So we come to the big ques- 
tion: How good are the 1969 Au- 
burn Tigers? 

In my opinion, they’re very 
good. Good enough to be the SEC 
champs? I don’t know. It takes 
more than the support of the 
student body and the alumni to 
make a good football team. The 
1969 Tigers have the player po- 
tential to be number one in the 
nation. 


New Names 


The 1969 Tiger roster will be 
studded with a lot of new names. 
From watching numerous prac- 
tice sessions this past spring, I’ve 


come away with some off-the-., 


cuff impressions of some of the 
new players, and for what it’s 
worth, I’ll pass them along. 

Pat Sullivan—sophomore quar- 
terback who was no. 1 signal- 
caller in the A-Day Game. He 
leoks good, has poise, and isn’t 
afraid to run with the ball. His 
mediocre A-Day completion re-

his usual style. During some 
scrimmage games, he looked like 
another Jimmy Sidle; in other 
games, he threw interceptions 
like they were going out of style. 
Consistency will come with ex- 
perience. He could be one of Au- 
burn’s best. 

Tommy Traylor — An injury 
kept him from playing in the A- 
Day Game, but he’ll be back in 
the quarterback slot come fall. 
He’s quick, likes to run, and runs 
well. His 9-yard sweep in the 
third quarter broke open a 10-10 
deadlock with Arizona in the Sun 
Bowl last year. Runs the option 
to perfection. Has valuable ex- 
perience, a commodity that will 
be lacking in some other offen- 
sive positions. 

Terry Beasley—A lot of jour- 
nalistic ballyhoo has touted him 
ahd Sullivan as being one of the 
best passing combinations since 
the Carter-Christian combo of 
last year. That’s saying a power- 
ful lot, since Loran Carter and 
Tim Christian broke nearly every 
record in the books. Beasley is 
mucho fast and, with a little 
more varsity experience, could 
easily rate in the class with 
Christian, He has lately come on 
strong as a punt-return man, and 
his speed could be used to great 
advantage in that capacity. 

Tommy Lowry—A 5-10, 198- 
lb. sophomore halfback who runs, 
jumps, wiggles, and bulls his way 
through would-be tacklers. Keep 
your eye on him. My guess is 
that he’ll be one of Auburn’s 
best running backs. 

Bobby Hess — The _ leading 
rusher in the A-Day Game with 
55 yards in 10 carries, he was 
voted the game’s outstanding of- 
fensive player. The Tigers’ new 
offensive formation emphasizes 
the role of the fullback, and Hess 
has done a good job in that po- 
sition. He’s big—5-11 and 214 lbs. 
—and has the speed to hit the 
holes quicklv. This gent will give 
the opposition some genuine 
headaches this season. 

Steve Broussard — If he can 
punt consistently the way he did 
this past spring, Auburn won't 
have to worry about its kicking 
game. During the A-Day Game, 
he averaged 43.2 yards on seven 
punts. In one _ exchange, he 
boomed a 60-yarder which was 
nullified by a penalty. After 
moving back five yards, he 
promptly boomed another 60- 
yarder that put the Oranges back 
on their own 18. 


Defense Better 


Overall, the 1969 Tigers look 
much better on defense than on 
offense, and I suspect that the 
defense will win quite a few 
games for us. The defensive 
squad boasts not only outstand- 
ing individual players, but also 
a whole year’s playing experi-
